Soap is not ueoebsary for oily skins or 


tor thin, cli.y skins. When the hands" 
Hie snled, dry or even unpleasantly 
moist, clip thorn m warm water in which 
i drop or two of aromatic spirits of am- 
monia ba.s btood for a few moments. 
Once \\ it, dip them ia a jfir of fine corn- 
meal, uiul, turning one within another 
,v few Ume», immerse them again in the 
wdrm v.at«v. 
Then tuiu cold water 


over them to cieale a reaction of skin, 
and to prevent puffiness or wrinkling. 
Diy them with soft linen, and dust over 
them fan--, pme rice powder. 


Ihii eitect of warm water is to open 


the pores of the skin, thus emitting 
more oil than is desirable, but the rice 
powder counteracts that and is among 
the most harmless agents to check per- 
spiration, undue moisture and shine on 
the skin. While cornmeal has softened 
them, aromatic ammonia has removed 
oil and soil and added, to their -white- 
ness. Rice powder may be scented with 
a wild rose or sandalwood sachet. 
Creams, glycerin, or emollients, prepa- 
rations of cucumbers and other fatty 
substances should be avoided by oily 
skins. 
Acids like lemon, i astringents 


like benzoin, the more harmless pow- 
ders and starchy preparations, are bene- 
ficial to them at night, when a loose pair 
of kid gloves should be drawn on. 


Some women never expose their bands 


to atmospheric effects in summer. They 
are consequently neither hardened, as 
the skin of the face ia often, by contact 
with dry air, and are unblemished, not 
so much from the fact that the sun is 
not allowed to shine on them, for it fre> 
queutly does in the house, as that they 
are spare'd the action of air on their del- 
icate surfaces, especially after -the use 
of water, and it is that which works 
havoc with the delicacy and beauty of 
bands. It is so natural to feel that one 
must bathe one's hands every little 
while on the warm summer days to do 
away with perspiration, 


Bathe them as seldom as possible, 


unless in the dry bath of meal, removed 
with chamois skin. Even then dust on 
some simple powder. At night try a 
paste of cornstarch, lemon and a little 
borax. Canadian girls use it, and it can 
be recommended for brunettes. 


Silk or lace gloves for outdoor use 


should be tabooed, no matter how -warm 
the weather. In their stead many so- 
ciety women who have transparent 
skins provide Danish reindeer skin 
gloves. Reindeer skin is heavier twid 
has a closer texture than other skins, 
yet it possesses a softening power on 
hands. 


After a dip in the ocean the hands 


bhould be immersed in a solution of 
boidx and ammonia. 
The action of 


the eun on hands wet with sea water is 
to draw the contents of small glands 
boneathjthe skia to the surfaos, creat- 
ing tan and sometimes freckles. The 
brine helps ,to "set" the color, and 
should therefore be counteracted as 
speedily as possible. 
But too much 


ammonia makes the skin yellow and old 
m appearance. If the hands become 
blistered rub in the following mixture: 
Oil of almonds, 1 part; rectified spirits, 
] part; rose or elderflower water,! part 


For stained hands try citric acid, spir- 


its of rosemary and glycerin, and re- 
move with distilled water.—New " 
Sun.

THE SWITCHMEN'S STRIKE, 


The Sixth Day of the Strike Closes 


With Increased Complications. 


AHOTHEB BEOOBD SPLUTTERED

lu Idiiho there is a strong silver senti- 
ment and tho electoral vote of the Btate 
is assured for tho fi _e coinage candidate. 
In Nevada the Silver pat ty has nomi- 
iiated the only electoral ticket iu the 
Held, the Democrats &t t'.eir convention 
making no nomination, and as the silver 
men art expected to bu in the ascendency 
in the Republican Convention (but body 
will doubtless endorse the Sliver electors 
or follow the example of the Democrats 
and ni.iku no nomiiiutioris. 


More of the political incongruities 


growing out of tha popular discontent 
iind the silver question are noticed in 
Nevada. 
The It 'puhlicau State Central 


Committee made the tost for voting for 
tlelegfttos to the!State Convention- "Aie 
you a ]{"publicnu and in favor of the 
free coinujje of silver at the ratio of six- 
toon to one? " As tuts is wholly irrecon- 
cilable with tuo principles of tho Kepub- 
lican party, enunciated by the Wall street 
men at Minneapolis, it is looked upon 
by the Sliver League ai having no bind- 
ing effect whatever, anil many of them 
will therefore vote at tho primaries to- 
mono w. 


la Nyo tha Silver League men control 


the Democratic organisation, and tho 
t'st which they have adopted is even 
more absurd than that of the Republi- 
cans. It is: " Are you a Dumocrat and 
in favor «f the reiuonetizatron of silver, 
u'ld will you support tho electors of the 
Silver or People's piulyi" That is ubout 
as ridiculous as a party test could be 
made, but it is no more inconsistent than 
the course of the II irriaou and Cleveland 
men who pretend to f-ivor free coinage 
while advocating the election of men 
\\lio are opposed to it. 


It is not sui prising under tho present 


condition of political aflt'irrs in Nevada 
that the grinder of the Harrison Cleve- 
land oignii talks iu favor of one Wall 
street candidate- and writes in tavor of 
tho other, and that the organ says in the 
saino issuo " that an electoral ticket 
without a candidate is like a ramrod 
•without a gnu," and that " if Nevada is 
to h,\v8 any h uul at ail in the tight for 
silver it will not be by the indorsement 
of any nun for President.'' 


This is a year of political inconsisten- 


cies. 
Many attempt tho tent of carrying 


water on both shouldeis and shout tieo 
coinage and Hamsun or Cleveland in the 
S'\me breath, but they are tricksters who 
attempt to deceive the unsophisticated. 
There is a Silver party ticket in tho field 
nominated by a representative body of 
men, many ot whom had been prominent 
in the councils of the old parties. 
That 


ticket consists ot Messrs. Wren, Bonni- 
fu-ld and Po.vuing, for whom every real 
ftuo c-iiungo ni'iu in the State will cast 
Ins vote next November.

ical newspaper and therefore cannot he 
accused of ptrtiality to any patty, tells 
the tollowing truths:

it as the one paramount issue. He must 
sucriiico all other issues to this one alone. 
%Vhen this is dou3 it will be forced; but 
it will never come by political means, so 
long as men profess to believe in it and 
then give the lie to their ptoJessions by 
voting against it." 


The Oni iha Public says a vote for Har- 


rison is thrown away, as he cannot possi- 
bly receive 2^3 electoral votes, and if the 
election is thrown into the House the 
fight is between Cleveland and Weaver. 
The Public advises the few Democrats 
and Republicans left iu Nebraska to 
make Nebraska's 
protest unanimous 


against tho gold bugs of the Eastern 
States and Europe. 


The Switchmen's Strike. 


A a gust 18.—The Delaware, 


Lickawanna and Western, which have 
already conceded tha demand* of the man, 
went even farther to-day and formally 
notified them that they would cot be asked 
to handle boycotted freight. 
No doubt 


before yielding the fight the leaders will 
extend the strike west, even to Chicago, 
and eastward to New York, ultimately call- 
ing oat, perhaps not only the switchman, 
b«t the firemen and trainmen. The strikers 
expect developments in the next three 
dayi. They claim the fall sympathy on 
the part of the firemen, who, they state, 
will qnit the engines whenever orders 
reach them. It is said the trainmen are 
ready to join the switchmen whenever 
culled, but the firemen will probably be first 
culled out. 


The sixth day of the switchmen's btrike 


closes) with increased complications. 
The 


leaders witnessed the massing of troops 
with growing determination to meet every 
move of the opponents with counter itrolje. 
Fully 8,000 troops will be here by to-mor- 
row, guarding tha 800 strikers. Bailway 
officials rely upon the presence of solchtrs 
to permit them to raise the freight blockade 
with the nou-nuion men already engaged.

dye cut glass paste, but also inferior cut 
gems, of the color of a ruby, an emerald 
or a sapphire, since f ucbsine is the hand- 
somest ruby red shade, while bleu de 
Paris imitates absolutely that of the 
sapphire, and aniline green that of the 
emerald. 


Snch a fraud, however, can be made 


still more complicated by using genuine 
off colored rubies, sapphires or emeralds 
and dyeing them with the correspond- 
ingly auiliue dyes, thereby raising their 
value tenfold. It is exceedingly diffi- 
cult to recognize this fraud, because the 
color of such a well corroded jewel can 
no longer he washed off, even with hot 
water. Only the bleaching power of 
sunlight might after a time assist in re- 
vealing the swindle, -^Jewelers' Circu- 
lar.

A Lens That Has Been Begun. 


The greatest refracting telescopes yet 


known are made by Alvan G. Clark, of 
Cambridgeport, Mass. 
So fine is the 


work required on the lenses of these in 
struments that the glassrnakers com- 
menced work on two disks from which 
a 40-inch lens is to be made four years 
ago, and only one has as yet been sent 
to Mr. Clark. If there is the most mi- 
nute speck of any kind in the glass it is 
rejected. A disk forty inches in diameter 
and ten inches thick costs $8,000. After 
Mr. Clark has determined what curve 
to give the glass, an iron casting is ma<lt> 
of the size and shape required. The 
disk is revolved upon this and ground 
with steel crushings. 


Next, eight courses of emery and an 


adjustable tool are used, and at this 
stage measurements are made with an 
instrument that measures one thirty- 
thousandth of an inch. The final shap- 
ing is made with beeswax and rouge 
and even the bare thumb does it part in 
the polishing. The lens must be so 
exact in its curve that every ray striking 
it shall center at a predetermined 
mathematical point.—Public Opinion. 


Latest Elevator Safety Device. 


An invention consisting of a quadrant 


with projections placed on the wheel oi 
the starting machinery, together with 
an electrical arrangement by which the 
door of the elevator shaft on each floor 
is connected with a pair of magnets con- 
trolling a lever, which prevents the 
starting wheel from moving unless every 
door of the shaft is closed and locked, is 
the latest elevator safety device. Ou 
opening the door the current is broken 
and the armature lever is released. 


The machinery cannot be started un- 


til the door is closed again and the 
armature lever withdrawn. 
This in- 


vention can be supplied at a nominal 
cost to elevators in any building, and 
there is neither reason nor excuse why 
every ele vator should not be equipped 
with it, thus placing one more safeguard 
around human life.—New York Tele- 
gram. 


Our Population. 


Final tables issued by the census office 


compute the entire population of the 
United States in 1890 at 62,079,763. Of 
the total population 7,638j880 are col- 
ored, comprising 7,470,048 negroes and 
mixed blood, 107,465 Chinese, 2,039 Jap- 
anese and 58,808 civilized Indians. The 
foreign bora inhabitants 'numbered 
9,249,5-17, and those of foreign parentage 
numbered 11,503,675. The figures given 
regarding civilized Indians do not cover 
the entire Indian population, which is 
put at 325,464, though this total includes 
some whites.—Bradstreet's.
